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Additional Articles of Impeachment againft Robert Earl of Oxford 
and Farl Mortimer. 


ARTICLE XVI. 
HAT whereas in or about the Month of Fanuary, 
in the Year 1710-11. a dangerous and deftruttive 
Expedition had bcen projected and ſet on foot, un- 
der pretence of making a Conqueſt on the Poſ- 
ſeſhons of the French King in North 4merica, but 
with a real Deſign to promote his Intereſts, by weakning the 
Confederate Army in Flanders, and diſſipating the Naval 
Force of this Kingdom, as well as for the ſake of the pri- 
vate Intereſts and corrupt Gain of the Promoters of the ſaid 
Expedition; he the ſaid Robers Earl of Oxford and Earl Mor- 
timer, being then one of her late Majeſty's Privy-Council, 
and one of the Commiſhoners of her Majeſty's Treaſurv, was 
not only wanting in his Duty to her late Majefty, by wilfully 
and induftrioully abſenting from the Meetings of other Per- 
ſons, then in high Truſt under her Majeſty, wherein the ſaid 
Expedition was concerted, and by not adviling her Majeſty 
againſt, and doing what in him lay, to have prevented the 
putting the ſame in execution; but did, contrary to his Oath 
and the high Truſft then r-polcd in him, adviſe her Majeſty 
to conſent to the making an Expedition for the conquering 
Canada, and the City of Quebeck, on the River of St. Lawrence, 
in North America. And in ex-cution of his {aid evil Counſels, 
he did further adviſe her Majeſty to give Orders for detach- 
ing ſeveral Battalions of the Forces then in the Service of 
her Majeſty, in conjunction with her Allies in Handers, and 
to ſend the ſame with a large Squadron of Men of War, on 
the ſaid Enter prize; altho the ſaid Robert E. of Oxford and E. 
Mortimer well knew, that the ſaid Project or Expedition hay- 
ing been frequently deliberated on and maturcly conſider'd, 
a (ſhort time before, in a Committee of Council, was then laid 
aſide as dangerous and impracticable. And a Demand being 


made at the Treaſury, on or about the Months of Hay or Fune, 


1711. for the Sum of 280co J. or thereabouts, on pretence 
of Arms and Merchandize ſaid to he ſent in the ſaid Expedi- 
tion to Canada; he the ſaid Robers E. of Oxford and E. Bios ti 
mer, being then Lord High Treaſurer of Great Britain, and 
one of her Majeſty's Privy-Council, tho he well knew, or 
had reaſon to ſuſpett, that the ſame was an unjuſt and cxor- 


bitant Demand, and a great Abuſe on her Maj-ſy and the 


Publick, and ſuch as ought not to have been comply'd with, 
was not only wanting in his Duty to her Majefty, in not giv- 


ing his humble Advice againft the ſaid Demand, or at lèaſt 


in not repreſenting to her Majeſty the Grounds of fuch his 
Suſpicion : but did, contrary to his Oath and his Duty, ad- 
viſe her Majeſty that the ſaid Sums ſhould be iſſued and paid, 
and did accordingly counterſign a Warrant to the Paymaſter 
of her Majeſty's Forces, for the Payment of the ſame, pur- 
ſuant to which the ſame was afterwards iſſucd and received, 
And in further Violation of his Oath, his Duty, and Truft, 
and with the moſt corrupt Deſign to prevent the Juſtice due 
to her Majefty and the Nation; he the ſaid Robert Earl of 
Oxford and Earl Mortimer being then Lord High Treaſurer of 
Great Britain, and exerciting a moſt Unexampled Arbitrary 
Power, not only in her Majeſty's Private Councils, but ex- 
tencing his evil Influences to the Great Council of the Na- 
tion; after the ſaid Expedition had prov'd unſucceſsful, and 


it had been diſcover'd to him the ſaid Robert Earl of Oxford 


and Earl Mortimer, that the Nation had been cheated of above 
Twenty Thouſand Pounds on that account, did moſt un- 
eratefuily and corruptly employ his wicked Arts, and the 
Credit which he had gain'd by his falſe and crafty Inſinuations 
and YraQtices, to keep the Houſe of Commons from examin- 
ing that Affair. Ard in or about the Month of Auguſt, 1714. 
in a Letter or Memorial, under his own Hand, to her late 
Majeſty, he did preſume, not only to infinuate the ill Opt- 
nion he therein pretended always to have had of the ſaid Ex- 
pedition, but did declare the Suſpicions he had of the great 
Injury and Abuſe done to her Majeſty and the Publick, in the 
Demand of the ſaid 28000 J. even at that time when the ſame 
was made, and that the Publick had been cheated of above 
20000 1. on that account: And in the ſaid Memorial did pre- 
ſume further to declare to her Majeſty, < That he was forc'd 
c to uſe all his Skill and Credit to keep the Houſe of Com- 


* mons from examining that Affair the laſt Parliament :* 
thereby vainly, but moſt wickedly, recommending himſelf to 
the Continuance of her Majeſty's Favour, by the Succeſs of 
his moſt profligate Meaſures. By all which unparall-1'd Cor- 
ruptions, and molt dangerous Counſels and Prattices of him 
the ſaid Robert Earl of Oxfird and Earl Mortimer, the good and 
faithful Allies of her Majeſty were depriv'd of the Aid of 
her Majeſty's Troops, to which they were intitled by their 
Conventions; and the Confederate Army in Flanders was 
greatly diminiſh'd, to the apparent Advantage of the common 
Enemy. The publick Mony, granted by Parliament for re- 
ducing the Power of france, and which was exprelly appro- 
priated for other ſpecial Services, was arbitrarily and illegal 
ly miſapply'd and embezel'd, and an hewy Debt incui'd on 
the Nation, not only fitting the Parliament, but even in 
Contempt and Defiance ot a Revr-ſ-ntation made by the 
Houſe of Commons to the Thron, even whilſt the ſaid Ex- 
pedition was concerting z and whereby the higheſt Injultice 
was done, in ſuppreſſing an Inquiry, ſo juſt to her Majeſty 
and her People, and a laſting Reproach and Scandal brought 
on that Houle of Commons of which he boaſted, as having 
been wrought on by his corrupt Influence, not to examine in- 
to ſo high and ſo ſcandalous an Abuse. 


ARTICLE: XVIII. 

That the ſaid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl M-rtimer, not 
contented with the high Employ ents and Places of Honour 
and Profit beſtow'd on him by her late Majeſty, nor with rhe 
large and exceſſive Gains by him made by the Incomes and 
Profits of the ſ1id Employments, on or about the month of 
October, 1711. whilſt the Nation was engaged in a moſt ex- 
penlive War againſt France and Spain, for preſerving the Bal- 
lance and Liberties of Europe, and greatly exhauſicd with the 
Supplies and Taxes for carrying on the fam?, and was under 
ſuch heavy Debts as were impoſſible to be ſatisfy d, without 
the utmoſt Frugality or laying grievous Taxes upon the Com- 
mons of Great Britain; Contrary to his Oath and his high 
Truſt, and making a moſc diſhonourable and ungraterul uſe 
of the icady Accels he had to her late Majeſry, did prevail on 
and adviſe her Majeſty to ſign a Warrant to himſelf, being 
then Lord High Treaſurer of Great Britain, for the Iſſuing 
and Payment of the Sum of Thirteen Thouſand Ponnds to 
John Drummond Eſq; or his Aſſigns, for ſuch ſpecial Services 
relating to the War, as her M-jeſty had directed. And the 
laid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, on or about the 
24th of November following, in purſuance of the ſaid Warrant 
under her Majeſty's Sign manual, did ſign a Warrant for the 
Payment of the ſaid Thirteen Thouſand Pounds for ſuch ſpe- 
Cial Services of the War, as her Majeſty had directed, altho 
no ſpecial Services had been, or were at any time afterwards 
directed by her Majeſty, to which the ſaid Moneys were to 
be applied. And the ſaid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mor- 
timer, having privately defired leave of the ſaid Drummond to 
ſtrike ſome Tin-Tallies in his the ſaid Drummond's Name, he 
did purſuant thereto, direct that Orders amounting to the 
Sum of Thirteen T houſand Pounds ſhould be charg'd in the 
Regiſter of the Exchequer on the Moneys ariſing by the Sale 
of Tin, in the Name of the ſaid John Drummond. And tho 
the ſame were accordingly ſtruck in the Name of the faid 
Drummond, in or about the month of November Seventeen Hun- 
dred and Eleven, they were not deliver'd out to the ſaid 
Drummond, but were kept in the Treaſury-Chamber, or clſe- 
where in the Power or Cuſtody of the ſaid Earl, till the end 
of January following; when the ſaid Drummord having occa— 
ſion, as the ſaid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer well 
knew, to go into Holland, at the deſire and requeſt of the 
ſaid Earl, he indors'd his Name on the ſaid Orders; and 
by the Direction of the ſaid Earl, the ſame were left in 
the hands of Mr. Jen Taylour, a Clerk of the Treaſury. 
And the ſaid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, did in or 
about the month of ue, Seventeen Hundred and Twelve, 
ſend an Order in Writing to the ſaid Mr. Tay/our to deliver 
the ſaid Tallies (he having before that time got poſſeſſion of 
the Orders) to a Servant of the ſaid Earl; which was done 

D accor- 
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accordingly, the ſail Indorſements not being at that time 
fill'd up. And the ſaid Roterz Earl of Oxford and Earl Horti- 
mer, having by theſe corrupt and ſcandaluus Methods got the 
ſaid Tallics and Orders into his own hans, did atterwards 
fill up the Order of Twelve Thouſand Pounds, part of the 
ſaid Thirtcen Thouſand Pounds, to himſelf, and the remain- 
ing part to ſuch other Perſons as he thought fit: And did 
aiterwacds on or about the months of 4uguf, October, and No- 
vember, Seventeen Hundred and Thirteen, at ſeveral times 
diſpoſe of the (aid Orders and Tallies to his own private Ule 
and Advantage. And to cover the hid ſcandalous Embezle- 
ments, he the ſaid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, 
did afterwards, as he pretends, adviſe and prevail on her 
Majzſ:y, on or about the Fourteenth of December, Seventeen 
Hundred and Thirteen, being, near two Years after the In- 
dorſement by the ſaid Drummond, and ſome time after the 
Earl had diſpos'd of the ſaid Orders and Tallies to his own 
uſe, to ſign a Warrant prepar'd by himſelf, wherein after the 
Recital of (“ his own good and faithful Services, which had 
© tended ty the Quiet, Safety, and Profp-riry of her Ma- 
jeſty and her Realms, tho accompin.cd wrh great hazard 
co himſelf and his Family; and that her Majgſty was re 

ſolv'd to beſtow upon him a Sum of ready Mony: but the 
ſaid Earl repreſenting to her Majelty, that the Arrears 
then due to her Servants and Tradeſmen were very great 
and preſſing, her Majzſty did thereiore agree and feter- 
mine that he ſhould have to his own uſe the ſaid ſeveral 
Sums, amounting to Thirteen Thouſand Pounds, compris'd 
in th: Orders aforeſaid, which were then not due in Courſe 
© of Payment:] It was directed, that the ſaid Drummond ſhould 
aſſign the ſaid Orders, and the whole Right and Benefit 
thereof, to the ſaid Ear) and his Aſſigns: Altho the ſaid 
Earl had privately and clandeſcinely procur'd from the ſaid 
Drummond an Aſſignment of the ſaid Warrant and Orders 
near two Years before, and had fraudulcatly ang corrup:ly 
diſpos'd and converted them to his own uf wr hout ner 
Majelcy's Privity or Conſent, ſume time before her Majeſty 
was prevail'd on to fign the ſaid Warrant. Ant tho the laſt 
mentioned Warrant, if any ſuch there be, not Con 

municated to the faid Drummond by the ſaid wart 4% ng 
her Majeſty's Life, nor was the ſame counteriign'd nor en- 
tred in the Treaſury; yet he the ſaid Robert Earl of Oxford 
and Earl Mortimer, even after his ſaid Corruption had bien 
diſcover'd in Parliament, did preſume, even without rhe 
Knowledg of the ſaid Drummond, to ſend the ſaid Warrant 
to the Commiſſioners of his Majeſty's Treaſury, d-tiring hat 
the ſame might then have been entred in the Trealury ; but 
the ſame was with great Honour and Juſtice refus'd to be ſo 
entred. By which moſt vile and ſcandalous Corruption, he 
the ſaid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl /0rtimer was guilty of 
the moſt notorious Breach of his Oath and Truſt as Lord 
High Treaſurer of Great Britain, of the higheſt Abuſe of her 
Majeſty's Goodneſs, and Embezlement of her Treaſure, and 
of On greateſt Injuſtice and Oppreſſion of other her Majeſty's 
Subjects.

That whereas, by the eſtabliſh'd and known Laws of this 
Kingdom, the Allowances or Appointments for the Mainte- 
nance and Support of Ambaſſadors, Envoys, Plenipotentia- 
ries, and other Publick Miniſters of the Crown in Foreign 
Courts, ought to be aſcertain'd in due Form of Law, as well 
in. Honour as in Juſtice to the Imperial Crown of theſe 
Realms; and whereas the ſaid Robert Earl of Oxford and 
Earl Mortimer, 1n or about the Month of July or Auguſt, 1712. 
ſent Matthew Prior Eſq, an Inſtrument and Creature of his 
own, into France, for the carrying, on his ſeparate and dange- 
rous Negotiations ; and did afterwards, in the Month of No- 
vember, 17 12. by his evil Counſcls prevail on her late Majeſty, 
without the Privity of, or any Communication with her Allies, 
to ſend the ſaid Matthew Prior as her Majefty's Plenipotentia- 
ry to the French King, with Inſtructions to treat and conclude 
Matters of the higheſt Importance, relating to the general 
Negotiations.of Peace; but the ſame was a treacherous and 
wicked Contrivance of him the ſe id Robert Earl of Oxford and 
Earl Mortimer, for the more effectual carrying on and pro- 
moting his private, ſeparate, and dangerous Practices with 
the Miniſters of France, and the Enemies of her Majeſty and 
her Kingdoms: he the ſaid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl 
Mortimer, not regarding his Oath, or his high Truft, or the 
Laws of the Kingdom, did moſt corruptly and ſcandalouſly 
combine with the ſaid Matthew Prior for the defrauding her 
Majeſty of very great Sums, under the colour of his ſaid Em-

Hundred and Sixty Pounds, or thcreabouts, on him the fai 
Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Aortimer; which he being then 
Lord High Treaſurer of Great Britain, did adviſe and prevail 
on her Majeſty to ſign Warrants fer the Payment of, and did 
counterign the ſame, altho the ſaid Prior was no way intitled 
to any ſuch Allowances by realon of his ſaid Employment, 
and the ſame greatly exceeded the Allowance gven of an 
Ambaſſador of the Crown of Great Britain. And the ſaid 
Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer did in the Years 
1712, 1713, and 1714. without any colour of Authority, but 
for the further promoting his corrupt and wicked Pur poſes, 
prevail on and adviſc her Majgſty to ſiga Warrants, which 
Were counterſign'd by himſelf, for the Payment of the Sum 
of Five Thouſand Five Hundred and Sixty Pounds, or there-

Majefty's Trerary ; By which.moſt illegal and ſcandalous 
Managemen! i; ſaid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl 40rtinzer 
has introduc”, ractice highly prejudiciol to, and viterly 
inconſiſtent with the Conftitution of this Kinzdom, and of 
the moſt pernicious Conſequence, by opening a way for the 
moſt dangerous Corruptions; and was not onde guilty of a 
notorious Breach of his Oath, but enter'd into the moſt bait 
and ſcandalous Combmation with the Perſons  above-men- 
tion“ i, and o hrs, un ler pret-nce and colont of promoting 
he: Majeſty's Service, to defrand her Majeſty of the Publick 
Moncy, which he was entruſted with the Management of, 
for the Support of the Honour and Dignity of the Crown. 


ARTICLE XX. 

That whereas the Revenues ariting to the Crown from the 
Hereditary Exciſe and Poſt Office, or ſome pacts tl ercof, 
were hy virtue of Letters Patents of the late Kirg e. 
charg'd with and made liable to certain Annuities or yearly 
Sums, in truſt for, or to the Uſe of uy, the Contort of the 
ſaid King James II. But the ſaid Revenue: were afterwards 
by ſeveral Acts of Parliament granted and ſettled for the 
Support of the Royal Houſhoid, and of the Honour and Dig- 
nity of the Crown, or for other Publick Uſes, without auy 
Saving or Exception ef the ſaid Letters Patents. And where- 
as by an Act made in the twelfth Year of her late Majgſty's 
Reign, the Sum of Five Hundred Thouſand Pound was gran- 
ted to her late Majeity for the Diſcharge of ders Arrears 
of Salaries, Diet Monies, and other Allowances, and ſundry 
Debts for Pre-emptions, Proviſions, and other Cauſes, which 
had then incur'd and grown due to her late Najeſty's Ser- 
vants, Tradeſmen, and others, and were occaſion'd by ſeve- 
ral extraordinary Expences ſince the Act for the better Sup- 
port of her Majzfty's Houſhold, and of the Honour and Dig- 
nity of the Crown: And the ſaid Sum of Five Hundred 
Thouſand Pound was expreſly appropriated to the Ules a- 
fore-mention'd, in Aid of the ſaid Revenues or Branches 
which were appointed for the Support of her Majefiy's 
Houſhold, and of the Honour and Dignity of the Crown: 
And whereas by an Act made in the thirteenth and fourteenth

for preventing traitorous Correſpondence between his Ma- 
jefty's Subjects and the pretended Prince of W2/es or his Ad- 
herents, That if any of the Subjects of the Crown of En-

© within this Realm or without, hold, entertain, or keep any 
Intelligence or Correſpondence in Perſon, or by Letters, 
© Meſſages, or otherwiſe, with the ſaid pretended Prince of 
© Wales, or with any Perſon or Perſons employ'd by him, 
* knowing ſuch Perſon to be ſo employ'd, or ſhould by Bill 
© of Exchange or otherwiſe, remir or pay any Sum or Sums 
© of Money for the Uſe or Service of the faid pretended 
Prince of Wales, knowing ſuch Money to be for ſuch Uſe 
© or Service; ſuch Perſon ſo offending being lawfully convic- 
* ted, ſhould be taken, deem'd and adjudg'd to be guilty of 
* High Treaſon, and ſhall ſuffer and forteit as in Caſes cf 
High Treaſon ;* He the ſaid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl 
Mortimer having by the means of the ſaid /atthew Prior held 
a private and unlawful Correſpondence with the ſaid Con- 
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ſort of the late King Janes I. then reſiding in Fance; and 
being det-rmin'd ſecretly to promote, as far as in him lay, the 
Inteteſt of the Pretender, but yet contriving to avoid the 
ſaid Penalty of High Treaſon ; And the ſaid Conſort of his 
late Majeſty King Fames II. having empower'd Abbot Caul— 
tier (a Fopiſh Frieft, and buly Emiſſary between Great Bri- 
tain and France during the ſaid private and ſeparate Negotia- 
tions of Peace, and who was particularly entruſted as the 
common Agent between the Miniſters of Great Britain and 
France, in tranſacting the moſt ſecret Affairs relating to the 
Pretender) to concert with the ſaid Robert Earl of Oxford and 
Earl Mortimer the ſettling the Payment and Remittance of a 
very great yearly Sum out of her Majeſty's Treaſure into 
France, under colour and pretence of the ſaid Letters Pa- 
tents; and the ſaid Robert Earl of Oxford and Mertimer having 
held frequent clandefrine Conferences with the ſaid Abbor 
Gaultier on the Subject aforeſaid, and having by his evil Coun- 
ſels facritic'd to France the Common Interefts of Europe z and be- 
ing relolv'd that the firſt Fruits of the Peace with France ſhould 
be an Offering made, by his immediate Procurement, to the 
neareſt ani moiſt avow'd Adherent of the Pretender, tho at 
the great Expence of the Honour and Safety of her Majzfty 
and her Pcople, did ſoon after the Concluiion of the Peace 
with France, agree and undertake to procure the Payment of 
the yearly Sum of Forty Seven Thouſand Pounds and up- 
wards to or for the Uſe of the ſaid Conſort during her Lite. 
And in Execution of his ſaid Purpoſe did afterwards on or 
about the 23d of December, 1719. being then Lord High Trea- 
ſurer of Great Britain, and of her Majeſty's Privy Council, 
adviſe her late Majefty to ſign a Warrant to himſelf in the 
Words, or to the Effect following; (viz.) Anne R. Whereas our 
late Royal Father, King James the Second, by Letters Patents under 
hu Great Seal, bearing Date on or about the 23th Day of Augutt, 
1685. did grant unto Laurence Earl of Rocheſter, Henry Earl 
of Peterborough, Sidney Lord Godolphin, Robert Worden 
Eſq; and Sir Edward Herbert Knight (who are all ſince deceaſed) 
divers Annuities, or yearly Sums, amount ing to Thirty Seven Thouſ.und 
Three Hundred and Twenty Eight Pounds Thirteen Shillings and Se- 
ven Pence, to hold to them and their Jjeirs during the Life of his 
then Royal Conſort, Mary now Queen Dowager, in Truſt for her; 
and by other Letters Patents, bearing Date in or about the third 
Day of December, 1586. did aljo grant unto the ſaid Quren 
4 farther Penſion, or yearly Sum of Ten Thouſand Pounds to hold 
during her natural Life ; all which were made payable in juch man- 
ner 4s in the ſaid ſeveral Letters Patents is more fully expreſ”d : 
Our Will and Pleaſure now is, and we do hereby Direct, Authorize 
and Command, that you cauſe Payment to be made to the Heirs of ſuch 
of the ſaid Iruſtees as was the longeſt Liver of them, of ſo much as 
ſince the 25th Day of March /aſt, 1713. is incurred or groan due 
on the ſaid Annuity or Tearly Sums, amounting to Thirty Seven Thou- 
ſand ſhree Hundred Twenty Eight Pounds Thirteen Shillings and Seven 
Pence, and to the ſaid Queen Dowager, or her Aſſigns, of ſo much 
as ſence the ſaid 25th of March laſt, 1713. is incurred or grown due 
on the ſaid Annuity of Ten Thouſand Pounds, according to the purport 
of the ſeveral Grants, or Letters Patents above recited ;, as a of 
what ſhall hereafter become due and payable upon the ſaid ſeveral An- 
nuities Nuarterly, during the Life of the ſaid Queen Dowager : and 
for ſo doing, this ſhall be your Warrant. Given at our Court at 
Windſor- Caſtle, the 224 Day of December 1713. in the Tweljth 
Tear of our Reign. And he did, afterwards, on or about the 
24th of December following, fign a Warrant to the Auditor of 
the Receipt of her ſaid Majeſty's Exchequer, requiring him 
to make and paſs Debentures for paying to * ſuch Perſon or 
« Perſons, as is, are, or ſhall be authorized to receive the 
< Sum of Nine Thouſand Three Hundred Thirty Two Pounds

high Commitfions, and been in open Arms ag1inf her lace Ma- 
ey Queen Aze, in the late War in Spain) did come into his 
Kingdom, and pretended to have, ani did take on himſelf the 
Character of a Miniftcr ſent from /7/i/ip King of Spain, to her 
late Mjeſty, to treat of Matters of the greate!! Importance to 
the Honour and Sat-ty of her Majeſty and her Kinytoms. And 
having given notice of the ſame to Robert Earl of Oxford and 
Earl Hlortimer, then Lord High Treaſurer of Gre Britain, and 
of her Majeſty's Privy-Counci!, and who then aſſumed to him- 
ſelf che Supreme Diraction in her Majeſty's Counſcl:; he the 
laid Robert Earl of Cxfmd and Earl Vortimer, was not only 
wanting in his Du'y to her Majzfty, in not adviſinz her Ma- 
j-fty againft receiving and admitting the ſaid Lilech, alias Law- 
leſs, in the Quality aforeſaid ; but did, together with other 
talſe and evil Counſcliors, adviſe her Majeſty to receive and 
admit him as a Minifter from his ſaid Catholick Maj-:fty. And 
the ſaid Earl did preſume frequently to meet, confer, and ne- 
gotiate the moſt important Affairs of this Nation with the ſaid 
Lilech alias Lawleſs, in the Quality aforeſrid.

Lords, but of her Majeſty's Aſſurances to that Houſe of Par— 
liament, and of her Royal Authority and Command by her 
Proclamation under the Great->eal; inſtead of doing what 
in him lay to have apprehended and brought, or cauſcd 
the ſa id Lilech alias Lawleſs to be brought to Juſtice, did afrer- 
wards, on or about the 15th of March, 1714. motit wicked- 
ly and treacherouſly adviſe her Majeſty to ſign a Warrant, 
directing the Payment of One Thouſand Pounds Sterling to 
Dan.

ARTICLE. XXI. 
That whereas her late Majeſty Queen Anne, after ſeyeral un- 
ſucceſsful Attempts, in Conjunttion with her Allies, to eſta- 


bliſh his preſent Imperial Majeſty on the Throne of Spain, be- 


ing inform'd, that the People of Catalonia were inclined to caſt 
off the Yoke impos'd upon them by the French, and to return 
to the Obedience of the Houſe of Auſtria; and her Majeſty 
being defirous to maintain and improve that good Diſpoſition 
in them, and to enduce them to put the ſame ſpeedily in <xe- 
cution, did ſend Mitford Crow Eſq; to them, with neceſſary 
Powers and Inſtructions to carry on ſo great a Work, for the 
Advantage of her Service, and the Good of the Common 
Cauſe; and to that end, to treat with the Catalans, or any o. 
ther People of Spain, about their coming into the Intereſt of 
King Charles the Third, his preſent Imperial Majeſty, and 
joining with her Majeſty and her Allies againſt the Common 
Enemy. And her Majeſty, after her gracious Aſſurances to 
aſſiſt them with Men and Mony, was pleas'd to authorize her 
ſaid Miniſter to give them her utmoſt Aſſurances to procure 
the Eſtabliſhment of all ſuch Rights and Immunities, as they 
had formerly enjoy'd under the Houſe of Auſtria, That for 
their further Satisfaction, ſhe had ſent for Powers from King 
Charles the Third, for confirming the ſame ; and was willing 
to become Guarantee that it ſhould be done: nevertheleſs on 
this expreſs Condition, that they ſhould receive the ſaid King 
Charles as lawful King of Spain, and utterly renounce the 
Houle of Bourbon. And, together with the ſaid Inſtructions, 
her Majeſty was pleas'd to ſign, and cauſe to be deliver'd to 
her ſaid Miniſter, Credential Letters to the Nobility, Magi- 
ſtrates, and all other Officers, Civil and Military of Catalonia, 
deſiring them to depend on the Promiſes he ſhould make them 
in her Name. And in her Majeſty's Inſtructions to the Earl 
of Peterb»rough, and to Sir Cloud. Shovel, in or about the Month 
of A 1705. they are order'd to uſe their utmoſt Endeavours 
to induce the Catalans to join with them in their Under- 
taking, and to aſſure them of her Majeſty's Support, and to 
promiſe them, in the Queen's Name, that ſhe would ſecure 
them a Confirmation ot their Rights and Privileges from 
the King of Spain, that they might be ſettled on a lafting 
Foundation to them and their Poſterities. And in cate Per- 
ſuaſions ſhould not prevail, and the Catalans ſhould not make 
a ſuitable Return to thoſe kind Offers, they were order'd to 
annoy their Towns on the Coaſts of Spain, and to reduce 
them by Force. And, in conformity to theſe Inſtructions, a 
Manifejto or Declaration was prepar'd, by the Privity and 
Advice of Robert. Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, then 
one of her Majeſty's Principal Secretaries of State, and de- 
liver'd to the ſaid Earl of Peterborough ; full, on the one hand, 
of the Aſſurances aforementioned; and on the other hand, 
of Menaces to them, in caſe they declined her Majeſty's Over- 
tures: which Manifeſto was afterwards publiſh'd by him the ſaid 
Farl of Peterborough in Catalonia. 
lity, Clergy, and the whole Principality of Catalonia, and 
the Inhabitants of the Iſle of Alajorca, relying on the Faith 
of thoſe Royal Afﬀurances, did utterly abandon the Houſe 
of Bourbon, and acknowledged King Charles the Third, his 
preſent Imperial Majeſty, for their lawful Sovereign, and 
did join their Arms with thoſe of her Majeſty and her 
Allies, againſt the Duke of Anju. And it having pleaſed 
Almighty God, ſo far to bleſs her Majeſty's pious and ge- 
nerous Undertaking, as by moſt ſignal Succeſſes, in a ſhort 
time, to deliver the Principality of Catalonia from the 
heavy Yoke of French Bondage. And great Supplies having 
been granted by Parliament, for the reducing the whole 
Kingdom of Spain to the Obedience of the Houſe of Auſtria, 


And, whereas the Nobi- 


the Arms of her Majeſty and her Allies were attended 
with vaſt Succeſſes, having twice enter'd the Capital City 
of that Kingdom, and obtain'd many other ſigna! Conqueſts, 
to the great Advantage of the Common Cauſe. And thro 
the whole Progreſs thereof, the Bravery and Firmnets of the 
Catalans being always remarkable thereby, as well as from 
the repeated Aſſurances given to them, from time to time, 
in her Majeſty's Name, by every General and Minifter ſent 
from Great Britain to Spain, the Hearts of that brave Peo- 
ple were united by the ſtrongeſt Ties of Affection and 
Gratitude to her Majeſty, and were juſtly held in the 
ſtricteſt dependence on tle Continuance of her Royal Pro— 
tection : He the ſaid Robert Earl of Oxſerd and Earl Mor— 
timer, being an Enemy to the Common Liberty of Europe, 
and having traitorouſly enter'd into Conſpiracies with the 
Miniſters of France, for ſubjecting the whole Sp.niſh Monar- 
chy to the Houſe of Bourbon; and deiigning, moſt maliciouſly, 
the utter Ruin and Deftruttion of the antient Rights, Liber- 
ties, and Privileges of the Catalans, who had made ſo glo- 
rious a Stand for the Preſervation of them, did, together 
with other falſe and evil Counſellors, form a molt diſho— 
nourable, wicked, and cruel Contrivance, not only for aban- 
doning the Catalans to the Fury and Revenge of the Duke 
of Anjou and his Adherents, but for the final Extirpation of 
all their Rights, Liberties, and Privileges: And in execu— 
tion of that his Intention, during the private, ſ.parate, and 
pernicious Negotiation of Peace, which was carry'd on be- 
tween him and the Minifters of France, and before any Ne- 
got iat ion of Peace was ſet on foot in due Form of Law be- 
tween the Crowns of Great Britain and Spain, did adviſe her 
Majeſty to give Directions to the Lord Lexington, her Ambaſ- 
ſador to the Court of Spain, to acknowledg the Duke of Anjou 
King of Spain; but was greatly wanting in his Duty to her 
Majeſty, in not adviting her to give Inſtructions to her ſaid 
Minifter, at the ſame time, peremptorily and abſolutely to 
inſiſt on the ſecuring the Catalan Liberties at the Conclution 
of the Peace. And altho the private, ſeparate, and treiche- 
rous Practices of him the fail Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl 
Mortimer, and others, in Combination with the Miniſters of 
France, did afcerwards, on or about the 15th of March, 1712. 
neceſſitate his preſent Imperial Majeſty to conclude a Treaty 
for the evacuating Catalonia (whereof her Majeſty was Gua- 
rantee) without any exprels and potitive Stipulation for the 
Catalan Liberties (his Imperial Majeity relying, in that re— 
ſpect, on her Majeiry's Declaration, to interpoie for them in 
the moſt effectual manner, and on the Promiſes of the french 
King, to join his Endcavours for the ſam? Purpoſe :) And 
altho her Sacred Majeſty did, both before and after, fre- 
quently declare to her Minifters in ain, that ſhe thought 
her ſelf under the ſtrongeſt Ties of Honour and Conſcience, 


not to abandon a People, whom the Neceſſity of the War 


had oblig'd her to draw into her Intereſt ; And tho the trench 
King did not join his Endeavours for the Pur poſes atoreſaid ; 
he the ſaid Kobert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, together 
with other falſe and wicked Counſellors, having from time to 
time amus'd and deceiv'd the diftreſs'd Catalans with ground- 
leſs Hopes of her Majeſty's effectual Inter poſitions in their 
Favour, and thereby engaging them in a more obſtinate De- 
fence of their Territories againſt the Duke of Anju, was not 
only highly wanting in his Duty to her Majcſty, by not do- 
ing what in him lay, as a faithful Miniſter, to have prevented 
the Concluſion of the Trraty of Peace with Spain, till juſt 
and honourable Conditions were ſecur'd for the Catalans, 
but Uid falſly, malicioully, and treacherouſly adviſe her Ma- 
jeſty to conclude a Peace with the King of Spain, without 
any Security for the antient and juſt Rights, Liberties, and 
Privileges of that brave, hut unhappy Nation: and did fur- 
ther adviſe her Majeſty to ſend Sir James Wiſhart, her Ad- 
miral, with a large Squadron of Men of War, at a great 
Expence, to favour the King of Spain in the Siege of Bar- 
celona, the Capital City of Catalonia, and with expreſs In- 
ſtructions, that, in caſe the Inhabitants of Majorca ſhould 
refuſe the Terms that ſhould be offer'd them by the Duke of 
Anjou, to employ his Squadron in countenancing and aſſiſt— 
ing all Attempts that ſhould be made for reducing them to 
a due Obedience. By which moſt vile and deteftable Coun- 
ſels, her Sacred Majefty, contrary to her Pious Intentions, 
the Faith of Nations, and the Duties of Religion and Hu- 
manity it ſelf, and contrary to her moft ſolemn Aſſurances, 
was prevail'd on to abandon a diftre(s'd People, drawn in 
and engag'd, by her own Invitation, into an open War with 

the Duke of Anju, for the Preſervation of the Liberties 
of Europe, and the Commerce of Great Britain; and the Per- 
ſons, Eftates, Dignities, Rights, Liberties, and Privileges 

of the Catalans, were given up as a Sacrifice to the implaca- 

ble Reſentment of their enrag'd and powerful Enemy ; and 

the Honour of the Britiſh Nation, always renown'd for the

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Love of Liberty, and for giving Protection to the diftreſs'd 
Aﬀertors of it, was moſt baſely proftituted, and a free and 
generous People, the faithful and uſeful Allies of this King- 
dom, were betray'd, in the moſt unparallel'd manner, into 
irrecoverable Slavery: And, in conſequence of which moſt 
diſhonourable and perfidious Counſels, the moſt execrable 
Hoſtilities, Burnings and Plunderings were committed upon 
them, throughout the whole Province, without ſparing the 
Effuſion of Innocent Blood, and without the Diſtinction of 
Age or Sex; 
forc'd to undergo the utmoſt Miſeries of a Siege, in their 
Capital City of Barcelona; during which, great Multitudes 
of them periſh'd by Famine and the Sword ; many of them 
have fince been executed; And great Numbers of the Nobi-

Protection, are now diſpers'd in Dungeons throughout the 
Spaniſh Dominions; and not only the Catalan Liberties ex- 
tirpated, but, by thoſe wicked Counſels of him the ſaid Ro- 
bert Earl of Dafird and Earl Mortimer, Catalonia it ſelf is al- 
moſt become deſolate. 

All which Crimes and Miſdemeanors were committed and 
done by him the ſaid Earl againft our Sovereign Lady the
